Boston, Mass., May 3.—[Special.]—If there 
is anything more quaint and curious than the 
Hearst boom it is the Olney boom. Each of 
these developments in American politics has ' 
literally been hewn out of the solid rock by 
the industrious followers of the statesmen 
from New York and Massachusetts. Few 
or none of these followers of either Hearst 
or Olney have the slightest idea of the pos- 
sibility of success for their candidate. : 

In each case there is behind the man him- 
self a successful and well organized personal 
political machine, with the difference between 
the two, that whereas Mr. Olney has no, 
strength at all outside his own state, Mr. 
Hearst séems to get stronger the farther he 
is from his regular place of business and resi- 


_ dence. 
Ready to Go Over to Cleveland. 


There is no doubt at al that if it came to 
| @ pinch the Olmey force in the St. Louis con- 
vention would be turned over bodily to Gro- 
ver Cleveland whenever it became neces- 
sary. Even if Mr. Olmey’s friends and fol- 
lowers were unwilling to do this they could 
not resist the commands and supplications 
of the former secretary of state himseif, who 
with all his coldness is much more loyal to 
the former president than to himself. If at 
any time ft seems to be possible to secure 
the nozaination of Mr. Cleveland it can be 
depended upon with all the definiteness of a 
mathematical axiqm that Mr. Otney will tel- 
egraph to the Massachusetts delegates in 
St. Louls instructing and imploring them to 
turn their solid vote over to Cleveland, and 
to do this in the name and for the sake of 
Richard Olney himself. . 


May Go in Parker Column. 


Failing such an opportunity the Olney del- 
egation from Massachusetts will naturally 
be part of the Parker mechanism. In fact, 
Mr. Josiah Quincy, who is at the head of 
the kid glove democratic element in Boston, 
and who is one of the three principal custo- 
diane at the present time of the political 
fortunes of Mr. Olney, has already been in- 
dustriously flirting with the Parker pedple 
at Albany. | 

The success of Hearst in the Chicago pri- 
maries has startled the Massachusetts dem- 
ocrats, and they ike other conserva- 
tives, although uncertain as to Parker, are 
willing to turn to him for the express purpose 
of killing off Hearst, which seems to be the 
principal aim arid object of all the eastern 
democratic politicians at the present time. 

The Olney men expect to go to St. Louis 
and claim some special consideration for 
their candidate because of the thoroughness 
| with which they scotched the Hearst snake in 
Massachusetts. 


Hearst Weak in Bay State. 


At the present writing Mr. Hearst has not 
to excéed five delegates out of the thirty- 
two from Massachusetts. They will be 
forced to act with the majority under the 
unit rule, so that the entire strength of Mas- 
sachusetts in the St. Louis convention will 
be cast for Olney to the extent of thirty-two 
solid. votes on the first ballot. Some Olney 
men here have actually worked themselves 
up into a condition of political ecstasy, where 
they seem to believe Mr. Olney has some 
chance of nomination. No one else believes 
this, as a matter of course. Mr. Olney was 
set up on his pedestal by an interesting 
coterie of eminently respectable, conserva- 
tive. and clammy democratic magnates of 
Massachusetts. Mr. Olney is equally as re- 
spectable, as conservative, and as clammy 
as any of his distinguished sponsors.. 

They have believed he would be strong be- 
fore the people, because of his rough and 
ready Americanism, as shown in the splem 
did message to England over the Venezuelan 
question, the message,by the way,which gave 
to Mr. Grover Cleveland, after it was writ- 
ten, cold chills of fright because of its unex- 
pected vigor and the threat of possible war- 
like cohsequences, 


Invented Government by Injunction. 


Mr. Olney’s friends wisely ignored the fact 
that it was he who took the initiative in 
stopping the Chicago riots in 1894. As attor- 
ney general he was the originator of gov- 
ernment by injunction and as such has been 
all along the one man of all others in Amer- 
ica who is the pet aversion of the labor 
agitators all the way from Boston to San 
Francisco. 

Taking advantage of this anti-Olney senti- 
ment among the labor men, Hearst man- 
agers, if they had been skilled in politics, 
might have captured the Massachusetts 
delegation. There are many elements here 
iri Boston and among the prosperous manu- 
facturing towns in Massachusetts where Mr. 
Hearst has a strong following. In point of 
fact, the Hearst movement Mad gained ex- 
traordinary headway in the state before the 
old Kid Glove-Back Bay element in the de- 
mocracy became aware of the danger. 


Mistake of Hearst Managers. 


‘Phe Hearst managers were new to prac- 
tical politics. They made a great mistake 
getting out with a brass band and announc- 
jing that their express purpose was to smash 
the regular democratic machinety in Bos- 
ton and the surrounding towns and to sub- 
stitute in its place a government by the labor 
element in the democratic party. The result 
of this plan of campaign, openly, insolently, 
and foolishly announced by the Hearst men, 
was to array against them all the machine 
element of the party. | 

The result has been an extraordinary and 
‘unexpected revolution in Massachusetts pol- 
itics, George Fred Williams, a friend of 

Bryan, one. of the prominent eastern advo- 
cates of free silver, the subsequent friend of 
Hearst, and a member of the democratic na- 
tional committee from Massachusetts, not 
only failed to carry the state for Hearst but ” 
was himself beaten out of his own political 
pects. He failed to carry his own congres- 
sional district, and will not even be a dele- 
gate to St. Louis. ; 


Quarrel] Over Vacant Place.

EXPOSES ‘PHONE MEN 


Ald. Arnd Startles Evanston. 
Council by Detective Work. 


TRACES REPORT TO COMPANY 


Uses Watermarks, Punctuation, and 
Typewriting to Prove His Vase. 


By water marks in the paper, peculiarities 
of punctuation and of typewriting, Ald. 
Arnd of Evanston last night demonstrated 
that a council report on telephones was pre- 
pared in the office of George P. Merrick, spe- 
cial attorney for the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany, and a resident of Evanston. The dis- 
closure of Mr. Arnd’s Sherlock Holmes abil- 
ities and their results surprised the council 
and displeased the councilmen who had sub- 
mitted the report. They protested vigor- 
ously. 

Arnd began his detective work when the 
report of the special committee on telephone 
rates was submitted. The document fa- 
vored the company, enumerating the cities 
where the rates were higher than those 
charged in Evanston, and declaring the re- 
duction offered by the company, $10 on busi- 
ness and $3 on residence phones, was “ fair 
and even generous.”’ 


. Arnd Begins His Work. 

That aroused Arnd, and he charged the re- 
port was prepared in the telephone office. 
Ald. Wallace angrily protested. é 

‘*The members of this committee are not 
criminals,” said he, ‘We have done our 
work faithfully and we protest against such 
treatment. There is no occasion for this at- 
tack, I demand, Mr. Mayor, that Ald. Arnd 
be not allowed to continue.” | 

But Ald. Arnd did continue. He produced 
letters written by Attorney Merrick, pointing 
out the peculiaritfes of punctuation and 
typewriting, and then showéd the same dis- 
tinguishing marks in the yeport. The coun- 
cilmen were not dis to accept such evi- 
dence, so he held a sheet of the report to the 
light and showed that it boge the same water 
mark as one of Attorney Merrick’s letters, 
which he held beside it. ' 


Admits the Charge Is True. 

At that Ald. Gerould acknowledged that 
the report had been prepared by Attorney 
Merrick and that the telephone company had 
compiled the facts it contained. 4 

Ald. Walrath opposed the acceptance of the 
report. He charged that aotive lobbying 
had been done in the council in favor of the 
telephone cOmpany. A number of angry 
aldermen joined in the debate and the mayor 
had difficulty in preserving order. ‘The 
final vote on the report showed 8 to 6 for its 
adoption,

Bussian Mobs Are Said to Have 
Wreaked Anger at Bender. 


TROOPS ARE CALLED OUT. 


Four Murdered Before Rioting Is En- 
firely Stopped. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

VIENNA, May 3.—Reports have been re- 
ceived of an anti-Jewish riot on the 30th of. 
April at Bender, a townin the neighborhood 
of Kisheneff. Two men and a gir! of 15 were 
killed, and a woman with a new born infant 
thrown out of a window and then killed. 

Cossacks appeared an hour later, but peace 
was not restored until the commander of the 
troops, acting under orders of the governor 
general of Kisheneff, threatened to fire on 
the mob. 

The outbreak is said to have been due to 
the anger of the crowd over Russian reverses . 
in the far east.

Pulitker is the 
proprietor of the New Yot World and the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, ‘so the enterprise 
springs from a practical/newspaiper man 
who should know the requirements for suc- 
cess in, journalism. That the highest aims 
of journalism are contemplated js evident. 
from the announcement that public service 
is its supreme end.-- Mr. Pulitzer says: 

But while it is'a great pleasure to feel that a 
large number of young men wii! be help?d to a net- 
ter start in life by means of this collpge, this Is 
not my Primary object. In all my planning the 
chief end I had in view was the welfarg of the re- 
public. It will try to develop character, but even 
that will be only a means to a one supreme end— 
the public good...

Mr. Pulitzer first replies to the many 
criticisms that haye been. made ti -his pro- 
ject, the most common one being that the 
“newspaper man” is bor® and fot made,

-of routine work. He replies to “ee by ask- 
jing: ... 

Is there any other position for which ¢ man does 
not demafid and receive training—training at home, 
training at schools and colleges, training by mas- 
ter craftemen, or training through bitier expert- 
ence?... .«.

A few days later Charles, 
like most spendthrifts, was not bad 
hearted, and feeling that he owed a debt of 
gratitude to Bedingfield, conferred the baro- 


ily to this day. Oxburgh hall, the ancestral 
home in Norfolk of Sir Henry Bedingfield, 
has been in the possession of his house since 
the reign of Henry V.

‘The Virginian ” is an unusual play. Itis 
a play of pauses. A play of comparatively 
few words. Its story is exceedingly simple. 
Its dramatic movement extremely siow. And 
yet it ts interesting. It grips your attention. 


-It holds*your nerves tense, -1t makes good, 


strong appeal now and again to your emo- 
tions. And it sends’ you out of the theater 
after the curtain falls with some clear, 
sharp memory pictures of scenes and condi- 
tions not! often met with on the stage. It 
has a third act that is of distinct power—an 
act which held the audience at the Garrick 
last evening absolutely silent and tense. 
And its fourth act is admirable in tat it 
brings no lessening of interest and no weak- 
ening of dramatic climax. 

The only story told is that of the love of 
the Virginian for the Vermont school teach- 
er, and of the hatred of Trampas for the 
Virginian. Of the love episode we see but 
little—the meeting at the christening, a pret- 
ty bit of shy wooing at the Henry ranch, and 
the preparations for the wedding. The 
friendship of the Virginian for Steve and the 
capture and “ finishing” of the latter form 
the strong third act. And the final meeting 
of the Virginian and Trampas and the set- 
tling of the ugly hatred lend the last act its 
climax and end the play with a quick snap. 

The stickler for dramatutgic rules and con- 
ventions would declare the piece faulty in 
construction and wanting in many essen- 
tials of a correctly fashioned play. And yet 


‘this lonesomeness of construction adds to 


the impression of truthfuiness the play 
leaves. Men dweMing among vast stretches 
of open plains, spending their days witlit 
dumb animals and the silences of nature, do 
not become talkative. Volubility springs 
from association with fellow-kind. 

The burden of the performance rests on 

the impersonator of the Virginian. In find- 
ing Mr. Farnum the producers have been 
fortunate.. The Vermont school teacher de- 
scribes the Virginian as “ big, and tall, and 
strong—and gentle.”” And Mr. Farnum ren- 
ders this description in all ways apt. He 
makes the cowpuncher big—big not only in 
physique but in.nature. A fellow frank, 
broad, and true in thought and act. He 
makes him tall both in body and in moral 
stature. The morals being of the stern, 
straight sort that the rough, direct condi- 
tions of the west compelled. He makes him 
strong in muscle and in honesty. A friend 
to tie to, a foe to fear. Afid he makes him 
gentie—gentle with the gentleness of the 
man whose hands are rough, whose move- 
ments are awkward, but Whose heart is ten- 
der. 
The young actor has thrown himself whol- 
ly into the part. His every look, gesture, 
and motion are in keeping with the rdle; his 
slow, halting speech and the soft dialect 
spoken in his voice of rare richness and 
depth, fit the character wholly. It is an ad- 
mirable piece of acting—sincere, genuine, 
and artistic—and the.favor it has found at 
the public’s hands in the east is easily, un- 
derstood. — 

Mr. Campeau as Trampas also supplied a 
thoroughly meritorious example of good 
character work. He is as convincing in his 
portrayal of the uglier specimen of the rough, 
rascally cowpuncher as Mr. Farnum is in 
his embodiment of the manly one. Mr. Post 
made Steve a strong, virile figure, and much 
of the true merit of the excellent third act 
was due to his careful, intelligent handling 
of a scene which could easily have deterio- 
rated into melodramatic pathos. 

Mr. Callahan as Honey, Mr. Malles as 
Spanish Ed, and Mr.. Nelson as Baldy were 
each well within the dramatic picture and 
added to the completeness of the perform- 
ance. The play is almost purely a man play. 
The only feminine role of any importance is 
that of Molly Wood, and this was done sweet- 
ly, giflishly, and adequately by Gretchen 
Lyons. Miss Barker wae capital as Mrs.

WOULD ABOLISH TARIFF. 
Prison Also Urged.as Punishment

New York, May 3.—[{Special.]—John Bris- 
ben Walker, in an address before an inde-. 
pendence audience in Cooper union tonight, 
declared the democratic party should aban- 
don the free silver issue, should go before 
the country on a platform'which will pro- 
vide for an entirely new financial system, a 
gradual diminution of the tariff, the proper 


pendence of the Philippine islands. Mr. 
Walker proposed several planks, which he 
will submit to the St. Louis convention for 
incorporation into the national platform. 


Retirement of Legal Tenders Urged. 

The new financial system. which he would 
have the party declare for contemplates the 
retirement.of all legal tenders, national bank 
note currency, and government bonds, and 
the substitution of a like amount of 2 per cent 


which shall serve as currency. This ‘plan, 
Mr. Walker said, would be acceptable to all 
elements of the party, and in proof of this he 
said it had been approved by men of sucn 
divergent views as William J. Bryan, Col. 
Henry Watterson, and former Gov. Patter- 
ron of Colorado. He declared it as much a 
crime to coin silver freely’ now as it was in 
1873 to demonetize it, and. “therefore, he 
would have the party drop the silver issue, 
The demand for. a flexible currency which 
shall at all times be equa! to the demands of 
business, Mr, Walker said could be met by 
the following plan: 

“ First, the retirement of all legal tenders, 
all national bank currency, and all govern- 
ment bonds, the total aggregation at this 
time being about nineteen hundred millons 
of dollars..

“In a word, to furnish-the business inter- 
ests of the United States such a system as 
will insure currefticy that not only Is -uto- 


curate in its response to every demand of 
commerce.” 


Trust Orgenization Necessary. 

In treating the trust question Mr. Walker 
recognized that the world’s economy de- 
mands far.reaching organization, while, on 
the other hand, the interests of the people 
require such regulation of corporations as 
will prevent rapacity or oppression by the 
manipulation ‘of articles necessary to the 


ment of all laws which make illegal the spe- 
cial advant to great corporations; and, 
second, a national incorporation law. 

Other provistons of the law should be that 
officers of corporations shall accept their 
places for salary alone, and that punishment 
of unscrupulous officers should be nothing 
short of the penitentiary. 

In regard to the tariff, Walker would pro- 
vide for its gradual] dimimution through a 
period of ten years. 

Walker said that, as compared with Judge 
Parker, democrats would vote for Roosevelt. 
While not speaking for his friend Bryan, he 
declared Bryan wouldn't bolt. Joseph Folk 
seémed to be the Walker candidate if there 
is any. Walker's audience hissed Parker, 
applauded Folk warmly, and went wild over 
Hearst, whom Walker said he wasn’t in favor 
of because he wasn't mature enough.

Washington, D. C., May 8.—A plan for the 
general reorganization of the Red Cross 
today , was.submitted by Senator Proctor to 

representatives of in that or- 
ganization which, if ted, will reconcile 
the differences that exist. The plan 
was drawn by ex-Secretary Foster at Sena- 
tor Proctor’s request, and contemplates the 

tion of the national government. - 


Conference Held at Capitol. 

The plan was presented at a oo pmreree at 
the capitol, attended by Senator ctor and 
Gen. Ainsworth of the investigating commit- 
tee, and by Attorneys Hopkins and Stebbins, 
representing Mise Barton and the Red Cross 
organization, and by Gen. Wilson and At- 
torney Robinson, representing the remon- 
strants. 

The plan contemplates, a new charter by 
congress, which shall vest the control of the 
organization in a central body of eighteen. 
Of these six are to be appointed by the/prest- 
dent, who also is to designate the presiding 
officer. For the present the remaining 
twelve are to be chosen by the general asso- 
ciation, the understanding being that repre- 
sentatives of both elements would be chosen, 
but there is also a provision for subsidiary 
state organigations. There is a require- 
ment for an annual report to congress, and 
also for a yearly auditiig of accounts oF. 
the treasury department. 


Plan Likely to Succeed.

This, he said, con- 
vinced him that Morlan’ s conduct should be 
exposed.

A Strawberry Patch Without Ground— 
Because one has not much yard room is no 
reason why he should not raise berries 
enough to supply a family of five persons 
with berries for the table. 
I wish to tell how I have made one thatis 
not the every day kind. I took an empty 


inch and a quarter auger, six inches from the 
bottom and six inches apart, the barrel being 
high enough to admit of four rows of holes. 

Then put in the barrel some gravel—about 
three inches deep. Over this put a layer ef 
well rotted fertilizer, and then about. fiva 
inches of sandy loam. - Repeat this process 
antil the barrel is filled. 

Meantime as the soil is built up insert the 
foots of a good, thrifty strawberry plant 
and carefully @mbed in the loam. The top 
of the barrel c&n also be filled with as many 
plants as the space will allow, andthe straw- 
berry bed will be completed. 

The gravel, fertilizer, and sandy loam may 
be purchased from a greenhouse at a small 
cost if one could not get it elsewhere. 

Aside from being able to raise berries for 
one’s table without ground space for a gar- 
den, berries grown in this way are free from 
sand and dirt, and there is no weeding or 
other disagreeable work to be done in con- 
nection with this barrel garden, and the !a- 
bor is so slight as to be a pleasure instead. 

If it were desired the barrel could be put 
on a platform that was fitted with wheels 
and could then easily be turned so the sun 
could reach all sides. 

Mine will stand the center of the yard, 
where the sun can strike it all day long.',

Set out 
one-half foot apart, and as the peas grow 
fill in the trench with the soil; this gives the 
roots moisture When the hot weather comes. 
Place a wire netting between the two 
trenches and train the vines to it; give plenty 
of water, but do not sprinkle the tops of the 
vines; pick the blossoms frequently, so 
not to let them seed. 

These directions, faithfully followed, will 
reward you with beautiful long stemmed 
flowers frem early’June to first frost. |

LOOKING: FOR BORROWERS. 


NEW YORE BANKS SEEK WEST- 
ERN PAPER AT LOW RATES. 


Several of the local banks seen yester- 
day said their country correspondents were 
doing little in the commercial paper market. 
Some Illinois and Indiana 
are borrowing in moderate amounts, 
generally good demand that, obtains with 
country banks. 

As far as Chicago money is concerned the 
market is being influenced by New York 
conditions. Last week it was noted here 
that Chicago commercial firms were being 
offered money at 8% per cent on their paper. 
This rate has dn some instances mate- 
rially lowered. Chicago banks find them- 
selves, therefore, in a defensive position. 
They must meet in part at least the offers 
made by New York banks to thelr cus- 
t rs. 

As yet it hase not been noted that New Yor’ 
institutions have limited the amount of west- 
ern balances on which they will pay inter- 
est. In 1896, when money was difficult to. 


clined to accept the balances for interest 
in excess of specified amounts. But if money 
ie not so easy in thé east as it was then, the 
custom of paying considerable interest rates 
to depositors has aggravated the situation. 
Now the banks are scouring the country 
for good paper on which to:employ their 
surplus funds. While money continues to 
accumulate the stock market grows dyller 
and the borrower with a good name is find- 
ing money offered him instead of him going 
in search of it. 


Paris Money Demand. 


In discussing the European situation the 
London Statist; in its issue of April 23, has 
the following: 

“Money just now is actually dearer in 
Paris than in London, whereas since the out- 
break of the southAfrican war, it has been 
almost continuously dearer in London than 
in Paris. The change is due to the great 
stagnation in all kinds of business here at 
home and to the loans that are being brought 
out in Paris. Our readers will recollect that 
there has been already issued a lodn for the 
city of Paris for the purchase of the Met- 


£6,800,000. Next week there will be another 
issue of 100,000,000 francs, or £4,000,000 for 
gas, making altogether £10,800,000. Shortly 
afterwards there will be a loan of 200,000,000 
francs for the department of the Seine, ma{- 
ing altogether £18,800,000. And other loans, 
raising the totafto about £23,000,000 sterling 
wilt follow. While preparations for these 
issues are going on it is probable that money 
will be in better demand in Paris than in 
London. 

*“‘ Whether-balances in London will be with- 
drawn remains to be seen. Except forthe 
issues that are pending there does not ap- 
pear to be any need to withdraw balances 
from London. There is no more activity 
on the bourse than there is on our own stock 
exchange, and trade is quiet. Moreover, the 
condition of things in southeastern Europe 
does not encourage further operations in the 
finances of any southeastern European coun- 
try. And there is not likely t6 be a renewal 
‘of financial operations in Spain. Lastly, 
money is plentiful and cheap in Germany.” 


Short Term Loans in Favor. 

The First Trust and Savings bank has 
found a quick market for $400,000 St. Jo- 
seph and Grand Island railway company 
equipment gold notes, within three days 
the bank reports having sold all but $80,000 
of the notes. They bear 5 per cent, and the 
longest note matures in five years, the issue 
maturing $80,000 per annum. 

The notes have gone largely to country 
banks seeking a good short time loan. A 
short time note is coming to be in favor with 
a number of country institutions because of 
the fact that shrinkage in premium does not 
have to be written off. 

The Fi Trust has also done well with an 
igsue of $100,000first mortgage equipment 5 
per cent gold bonds of the Pére Marquette 
‘railroad company. Of this lot $50,000 are 
‘due March, 1907, and $50,000 one year later.

MEETS FATE NOW. 


Park Commissioners Today 
Are to Decide on Tenders 
for Filling in Lake. 


ATLANTIC IS FAVORED. 


Price for Land, Lower, and Hy- 
-draulic System Better Than 
Dumping in Dry Sand. 


The contract for making land on which 
to lay out the new lake front park will be 
a@warded by the south park commissioners 
this afternoon. The contest for the work, 

which provides for filling in 3,000,000 cubic 

yards of sand, lies between the Atlantic, 
Gulf and Pacific company of New York and 

the Lorimer, Gailagher and Walsh com- 
pany, of which Congressman William Lori- 
mer is president. 

A committee consisting of President Henry 

.G, Foreman and Supt. J. F. Foster has con- 

‘sidered the two. bids, and it is stated that 
their report will have weight in deciding to 
whom the contract shall be awarded. 


Atlantic Has Hydraulic Process. 

The Atlantic company submitted the lower 
hid, 24% cents a cubic yard. Lorimer’s is 
next at 20% cents. The hesitancy about 
recommending the lower bid is said to be due 

- to the fact that the Atlantic company cannot 
begin the work until spring, while Lorimer 
will begin at once. The former’s work is 
done by hydraulic process, and it will’ be 
necessary to build machinery, which will 
take seven months. By that time the season 
will have closed. Raia 

The plan is to dredge the sand and clay 
from the lake outside the harbor, conveying 
it by pipes to the place where it is to be laid. 
The apparatus can be operated day and night 
without interference to traffic. It lands the 
Sand in wet, compact form, so that it quickly 
Settles and makes no dust. 

The Lorimer company proposes to ship the 
sand from the Indiana dunes, build a track 
along the lake front, and dump: the dry 
material into the lake. A Chicago engineer 
yesterday declared that if this method is 
used it will be years before the sand has 


'. properly settled, while if placed in position 
“when wet it setties at once. The latter plan, 


the engineer held, would keep the lake front 
fin a cloud of dust for three years, while the 
land making is being done. 


Saves Much of Material. 


The ‘engineer of the New York company 
Says the hydraulic system saves nearly 10 
per cent of the material, as none is lost in 
dust or dispersion through the water. The 
company has bid for each yard of the land 


' thet is made, the measurement to be taken 


after the filling in. The Lorimer company 
has bid for the material, to be measured at 
tthe place where the sand is loaded to the 
cars. 

The time limit it set at three years. Ex- 
perts have calculated that it will take 
Lorimer’s company the entire three years 
at the rate of two hundred cars a day 
to fulfill the contract, while the other 
bidder can move more than twice as rapidip 
when it has its machinery started. The At- 
Jantic company during the last ten years has 
Mone 50,000,000 cubic yards of filling and 
Gredging, mainly for the government. It is 
now engaged in making the harbor at Manila. 

Several of the park commissioners have de- 
clared themselves in favor of the lower bid, 
but President Foreman says the points to be 
considered, besides the cost, are the financial 
condition and backing of the contractor, the 
time delays, and the reputation of the con- 
tractor for doing good work. 
“ The difference in the cost,to the city is fig- 
ured by the New York firm's engineer to be 
$225,000 in the saving of material alone, while 
President Foreman’s engineer figures it at 
$150,000, considering also the 5 cents a yard

BANK CLERK 18 ACCUSED. 


A. MARTIN ECKLAND TAKEN ON 
CHARGE OF EMBEZZLEMENT. 


Bookkeeper in First National of Engle- 


$800 to $1,000—Prisoner 21 Years Old 


Deposit — Accounts Manipulated 
Since November. 


Accused of embezzlement from the First 
National bank of Englewood, In which he 
was a bookkeeper, A. Martin Eckland was 
arrested last night by deputy United States 
marshals at his residence, 1138 West Sixty- 
first street. He is alleged to have taken 
from $800 to $1,000 of the bank's money. 

Eckland ‘is 21 years old. It is said he does 
not drink or gamble, but that he spent money 
freely on himself and his friends and dressed 
in an expensive fashion. He has made his 
home with his parents. | 


Said to Have Kept Checks. 

Many customers of the Englewood bank 
live in the neighborhood of Ecklan4’s house. 
Merchants and others are sald to have sent 
money and checks by him’ every day: for 
deposit. The lunch hour was the favorite 
time for him to get these deposits for the 
bank. It is said Eckland would deposit the 
checks, but put the currency into his own 
pockets. 

To cover up his peculations, Eckland is said 
to have manipulated the accounts of cus- 
tomers in such a way that the officers of the 
institution were misled for a long time. It 
was this manipulation of the books that 
finally brought the discovery of the thefts. 
Several accounts were questioned, and the 
officials called in United States Bank Ex- 
aminer W. C. Oaaley, who found the irregu- 
larities. It was learned that the manipula- 
tion of accounts began last November. , 

Bonded by Surety Company. 

As the bank is under federal supervision, 
Examiner Oakley went before United States 
Commissioner. Foote and secured a warrant 
for .Eckland, who is bonded in a surety 
company for $5,000.

Mr. McArdle said that repeated complaints 
by residents had once brought Schubert to 
the scene last fall, and that the inspector 
had promised to prosecute the offending com- 
pany if observers would present written com- 
plaints to him whenever smoke was noticed.
